Wednesday thai Ihere wa:> a valuation 
write-up of $8,167,600 in the merger of 
Cities Service company of the Arkan- 
sas Natural Ga.s company, Natural 
Gas & Fuel Corp, and Industrial Gas 
company in 1928 into the Arkansas 
Natural Gas Corporation. 


A. E. I.udvall, the investigator, sub- 


mitted figures in the commission's 
utility inquiry to show that the fixed 
capital of the three companies prior 
to the merger was S^l.'!99,M(i.32, and 
that the property was entered on the 
books of the merged corporation at 
S27,ir,n,121.3a, or a write up of 55,- 
Gfi!>,979. 


"This write up," Lundvall said, "wa.s 


capitalized through issuance of addi- 
tional securities under teems of the 
merger agreement," to the extent of 
513,000,000 in bonds "to be used to 
liquidate debts of the Arkansas Nat- 
ural Gas company and for the acquisi- 
tion of other property." 


Lundvall listed another item of $2,-

Roosevelt's first week 2 lo 1 lead 


sin-inks to nbout a 3 lo 2 ratio as near- 
ly 200,000 vote's are reported in the 
second week's tabulation of The Lit- 
erary 
Digets's Nation-wide poll on 


the New Deal, the returns of which 
appear in this week's issue of the 
magazine. 


195,454 votes are reported tallied this 


week. CV' these 120.-174 vote in favor 
of Roosevelt's policies and 74,980 vote 
against them. 


In the first week's returns the Pres- 


ident received a confidence vote of 
GG.19 per cent of the total ballots tal- 
lied while the current count reduces 
the affirmative vote in his favor to 
61.64 per cent. 


Go for Roosevelt 


First votes from the six additional 


States of Connecticut, Maine, Massa- 
chusetts, New Hampshire, Rhode Is- 
land and Vermont are reported this 
week. Four of these states—Connec- 
ticut, Maine, New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont—voted for Hoover in 1932, and 
Connecticut, New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont are now shown in favor of the 
Rooseveltian acts and policies. 


Of the nine states so far reported, 


Maine is the only dissenter on the 
New Deal and votes against the Pres- 
ident by the close mapority of 50.87 per 
cent, with only 2,404 ballot tallied to 
date. 
„ 


The shrinkage of votes favorable to 


the president is traceable largely to 
the returns from New -XorJi 
state. 


U1.740 votes, or nearly one-half of the 
entire returns, came from New York 
state and give the president a "Yes" 
vote of G3.59 per cent this week as 
compared to a 67.20 per cent state vote 
last week. 


Pennsylvania, which voted for Hoo- 


ver in 1932, increases its approval for 
the New Deal giving the president 
64.13 per cent of the 42,571 ballots 
counted now from the state as against 
63.55 per cent the previous week. 


Pennsylvania gives a larger "Yes" 


vote to the question "Do You Approve 
On the Whole the Acts ami Policies 
of Roosevelt's First Year" than any 
other state from which returns have 
been received so far. 


With 27,751 ballots now tallied from 


New Jersey, the president shows a 
slight gain in confidence of from 57.28 
per cent last week to 58.16 per cent in 
the current tabulation. 


Iloid.s 82 1'er Cent 


Of those poll voters who voted for 


Roosevelt in the 1932 election, 81.95 per 
cent approve his 
acts and 
policies 


while 18.05 per cent of hi.s former ad- 
herents express disapproval. 


37.21 per cent of those who voted 


for Hoover in 1932 express their ap- 
proval of the president's policies while 
62.79 per cent of the former Hoover 
voters are against the New Deal. 


The previous week's returns showed 


41.23 per rent nf the 19.')92 Hoover vot- 
ers in favor of the president's policies. 


To vqui'k'l) persistent rumors about 


the poll, Arthur S. Draper, the editor 
of The Literary Digest, issues a cat- 
egorical denial that the magazine bad 
been reqursled to suspend publication 
of poll returns until after the con- 
gressional elections or that Postmaster 
Farley bad nnlcrrd that copies of The 
Lite-ray Digest containing poll returns 
be kept nut of the mail.

Tho county saalry act resolution as

owners, 
businessmen, 
industrialists, 


and taxpayers generally continue to 
insisil upon economy in, government, 
stale and local, as a primary faclor in 
the upbuilding of the state, and that 
they take advantage of the opportun- 
ity now offered to reduce county ex- 
pense, the largest drain upon them, 
by actively fostering adoplion of local 
county salary acts through process of 
initiation. 


"The Arkansas State Chamber of 


Commerce is to be commended for ite 
conception and iniation of the county 
salary movement, which, in 
Union 


county alone during 1933, resulted in 
a .saving in excess of $30,000 to its 
taxpayers and which, it is estimated, 
would save the people of the state 
in excess of $800,000 annually if adop- 
ted generally.

Frank D. Henderson ordered 700 Ohio 
National Guardsmen into Toledo Wed- 
nesday night to patrol the area around 
the Elcclric Auto-Lite company plant 
where 1,500 workers are held prison- 
ers by 3,000 strikers and sympathizers. 


Shortly before General Henderson's 


order was given, company guards set 
up machine guns and trained them on 
a steel gate which Ihe rioting strikers 
had torn from its hinges. A new ship- 
ment of tear gas bombs was received 
at 9 Wednesday night and police and 
deputies began firing the bombs into 
the crowd of sympathizers.

shots were heard. 


The 1,500 workers in the plant pre- 


pared to sleep in the factory building 
as the strikers showed no signs of 
moving away or letting up on the 
rock barrage which they have laid 
down for more than seven hours.

You may be able to exist withou' 


food from 30 to 40 days and without 
water from five to seven days, but 
you can't do without oxygen for even 
five minutes. 


If you are deprived of oxygen for 


even one minute, you would be in a 
serious situation and if this should be 
extended only slightly, you would be- 
come unconscious and life would end. 


The margin of oxygen reserve in 


your body is so narrow that it is eas- 
ily crossed, tind yet it is a margin be- 
tween life and death. 


Anything that interrupts breathing 


is 
a 
menace 
to life. Your whole 


breathing mechanism, moreover, is so 
complicated that various types of in- 
terruption are possible. 


There is that portion of the brain 


which controls the automatic char- 
acter of breathing; 
there 
tire 
the 


nerves in the spine to the muscles that 
are involved in breathing; there are 
the passages through which the air 
flows, and the lungs themselves. 


Anything that blocks the passages 


or that breaks the pathways along 
which the stimulus to breathing moves 
may bring about death. Therefore, 
our whole lives are spent in getting 


(nifflclpnt oxygrn. 


The period for which anyone can 


hold his brenlh without discomfort is 
apparently limited to 45 seconds. If, 
however, you propnrr 
yourself 
for 


holding your brcnth 
by 
breathing 


slowly and deeply for » certain length 
of lime, you may he able to do with- 
out breathing for anywhere from five 
to six minutes. 


If, in addition to that, the nir you 


breathe is supplemental with extra 
oxygen, you cnn extend the period 
without the motions of breathing to 
almost 15 minutes. 


It haj been pointed out that the 


sprint swimmers in recent Olympic 
games breathed oxypen before enter- 
ing tho races and had a considerable 
advantage because of that fact. 


When you oxert effort you brcnthc 


more oxygen than when at rest. At 
rest you breathe 
uhout 
one-fourth 


quart of oxygen a minute. While 
walking briskly, you bronthe nbotit 
a quart a minute, nnd during heavy 
work or violent exercise from one nnd 
one-half to two qtiurts 11 minute. 


The most oxygen tlint you c;tn slon> 


up in your body is about three quarts. 
Therefore, the marathon runner in 
question is using up his oxygen about 
as fast as ho can take it in. 


However, nature provides the body 


with factors of safely so that it is 
possible to run up un oxygen debt. 
Trained athletes are able to run up 
this debt as high ax 15 quarts of oxy- 
gen. 


These are the athletes who arc so 


well trained that they tlo not have to 
worry about getting a second wind, 
since their oxygen is adequate before 
they start. 


Getting n second wind is the de- 


velopment of enough oxygen reserve 
(o curry on activity without discom- 
fort.

LITTLE ROCK.—The long-anticipat- 


ed debate between Mrs. Aimce Scm- 
ple McPhemon, Los Angeles evange- 
list, and the Rev. Ben M. Bogard, pas- 
tor of 
Antioch 
Missionary Baptist 


church, took place Tuesday night in 
the North Little Rock tabernacle, and 
an overwhelming majority of the near- 
ly 7,000 persons who paid admissions 
to attend voted at the end in favor of 
the woman evangelist. 


A standing vote was called for at the 


conclusion of the two-hour debate, 
mid estimates of disinterested observ- 
ers were that three-fourths to four- 
fifths of those voting were in sup- 
port of Mrs. McPherson's position. 


The subject of debate was "divine 


healing," slated in this fashion: 


"Resolved, That Divine Healing and 


Miracles as Manifest in the Bible End- 
ed with the Apostolic Ages." 


The crowd was uproarious, unruly at 


times, but inclined to laugh derisively 
more often than to boo. Despite the 
appeals of Mrs. McPliorsori and the 
irate expostulations of Mr. Bogard, 
they constantly interrupted the prog- 
ress of the debate, particularly when 
the Baptist minister was speaking, by 
roaring their own opinions, laughing, 
and cheering.

on College Audit 


Comptroller Smith to Take 


Testimony at 


Monticello 


LITTLE ROCK—State Comptroller 


Griffin Smith will go to Montieello 
Thursday to conduct a hearing on 
an audit of financial affairs of the 
Fourth District A. & M. College—if 
anyone wants to be heard in explana- 
tion of facts developed by the audit 
he said Wednesday. 


The audit was started several weeks 


ago after petitions signed by more 
than half the students had been filed 
with Governor Futrell, charging Pres- 
ident Horsfall and John W. Richard- 
son of Warren, a member of the Board 
of Trustees, with administrative 
mis- 


management. 


A preliminary report filed with the 


governor by the comptroller last week 
showed that Richardson had received 
from the institution since 1928 more 
than ?8,000 consisting largely of ex- 
penses and per diem for trips from 
Warren to Monticello and to Little 
Rock. Other payments to Richardson 
were for livestock, hay, feed and other 
articles sold to the school. 


Mr. Smith said he would invite Mr. 


Richardson, President Horsfall, and 
other members of the board, or any 


interested parties to give any Infor- 
mation they care to In addition to-or 
in explanation of the various transac- 
tions covered by the audit. 


A summary of the audit will prob- 


ably be filed with the governor on 
Friday or Saturday, Mr. Smith said, 
but the audit will be held open until 
the end of the present fiscal year, 
June 30, for Inclusion of routine trans- 
actions up to that date.
